A RESTRAINING ORDER. 


The Federal Court to Interfere in the 
Pender Trouble.

OMAHA (Neb.,) May 28.—If troops are 
sent to Pender in an attempt to inter- 
fere with the tenants of the Flournoy 
Real Estate and Live Stock Company 
they will be restrained by the Federal 
Court. This is the sentiment declared 
today by John F. Myers of Pender, secre- 
tary of the Flournoy Company, who ar- 
rived in Omaha today. He says posi- 
tively that a restraining order from the 
Federal Court will face the 
soldiers. ‘He asserts that he has posi- 
tive information that the courts will 
compel the Indian Agent, Capt. Beck, 
and the Interior Department to wait un- 
til the matters at issue are adjudicated 
by civil process. 

The indictment

AN EXTRAORDINARY SUIT. 


A Tobacco-raiser Sues a Teacher for

ZANESVILLB (O. May 28.—The nomi- 
nation for Gov@rner by the Ohio State 
Republican Convention of Asa 8. Bush- 
nell is generally fegardef as a victory 
for the Foraker men over the McKinley 
men. The Foraker men were able to 
concentrate om Bushnell, and their op- 
ponents remained divided. Ex-Gov. 
Foraker, on Bis arrival at noon, made 
several speeches, in which he compli- 
mented all the gubernatorial candidates, 
but he worked for Bushnell, while Sher- 
man, Foster and other leaders opposed 
the favorite. Hoyt and Nash made bril- 
liant speeches amd were on the ground 
hustling, while Gen. Bushnell remained 
at his home in Springfield. Gen. Bush- 
nell is at the head of Worder, Bushnell 
& Glessner, manufacturers of harvesters, 
and is worth several millions. He was a 
captain in the civil war. 

CONVENTION PROCEEDINGS. 

ZANBSVILLE. 0.) May 28.—The Re- 
publican State Comvention was called to 
order here today promptly at 4 o'clock this 
afternoon by Col. Joseph C. Bonner, chair- 
man of the State Committee. A half- 
hour previous the hall was packed to its 
full capacity of 6000, and many were ur 
able to gain e@d@mittance. Senator Sherman 
was given a stirring ovation when he was 
escorted im to the hall at 3:50 o’clock by 
Congressman  Voorbies and Judge 
Granger. ©&x@ecretary Foster, the mem- 
bers of Congress, several candidates and 
others were cheered as they entered. 
Among the working delegates were Her- 
man G. Denisom, son of the war Governor, 
and Harry Garfield, son of the murdered 
President. 
While Chairman Bonner, who is a mem- 


‘bet of. McKinley™ staff, was eloquently 


congratulating the Republicans on the re- 
eit of the an Ohio election and fore- 

ther triumph tor next Novem- 
ber im his introductory speech, ex-Gov. 
Foraker entered the hall, and a very bois- 
terous demonstration followed his appear- 
ance. After Chairman Bonner had made 
repeated efforts to secure order and pro- 
ceed with his introductory remarks, ex- 
Gov. Foraker came to the front of the 
platform and said: 

“Gentlemen of the convention: I hope 
“you will not any longer disturb the delib- 
erations of the convention. There will be 
time for us all to be heard 3 we leave 
Zanesville. (More shouting than pre 
viously.) It is a good town to stay over 
night in, and we will stay just as long as 
our business may require. At the proper 
time, when that will be in order, I will be 
very glad, indeed, to exchange greetings 
with you, but I beg fcr the present that 
you will let the chairman of the Central 
Committee proceed with his speech in or- 
der to expedite the business of the conven- 
tion“ (Great applause.) 

Even after this appeal it was with great 
difficulty that Col. Bonner concluded his re- 
marks and introduced Senator John Sher- 
man as the temporary chairman. Senator 
Sherman met the demonstrations at first 
with the remark that he hoped to see the 
Republicans of Ohio keep up such a pitch 
of enthusiasm until the next November 
election. The Senator soon commanded 
the closest attention, and spoke as follows: 

Gentlemen of the Convention: I thank 
you for the honor you have conferred 
upon me in selecting me to preside over 
this convention. You have met to desig- 
nate the next Governor of the State of 
Ohio. You’ have a good many candidates 
before you, but each one is worthy of the 
highest honor you can confer. You have 
the assurances that whoever you may 
nominate will have the hearty support of 
all the candidates and of each member 
of the convention. You have also to 
select several of the chief executive offi- 
cers. of this State. I need not impress 
upon you the importance of selecting 
those who will thonestly and faithfully 
perform the duties assigned them. 

You have a still higher duty: To an- 
nounce the principles and policy of the 
Republican party in the State of Ohio 
and in the United States. What you 
will say here will have an important in- 
fluence beyond the limits of your State, 
for the intelligent action of the Republi- 
cans of Ohio, will, as in the past, indi- 
cate the opinions of the Republicans in 
all parts of the United States. We Have 
a common faith and creed. We act to- 
gether on great matters on principle, on 
small matters for discipline. The primary 
and fundamental sentiments of the Re- 
publican party is love for our country, 
our whole country. We are for the Unjon, 
one and indivisible, now and forever. The 
Republicans of Ohio are not provincial, but 
national. This is our corner-stone, 
planted in the first Republican convention 
in Ohio in 1855. We stood by it in the 
storms of the war when Lincoin was our 
standard-bearer: Our soldiers fought 
for it under Grant, Sherman and Sheri- 


The soldiers of Ohio carried our flag 
in every great battle of the war for the 
preservation of the Union. Other pa- 
triotic citizens and soldiers were equally 
deserving of honor and praise, but they 
could not carry their party with them. 
When Grant was in the wilderness, ane 
Sherman was before Atlanta, a great party 
declared the war a failure.

When the war was over, we 
did not treat our enemies as conquered 
subjects, but as erring brothers, We in- 
vited them back into the Union with un- 
abridged powers, prescribing only one 
condition—that there ould de no 
slaves in our country. We now meet 
them and greet as friends, and, 
turning our back om dead is- 
sues, we congratulate them on 
their prosperity, which they did not and 
could not have in their condition prior 
to the war. 

When the war was over the Republi- 
can party developed its civil policy. First 
of all it declared its purpese to pay every 
debt or obligation contracted during o> 
since the war, that the public faith 
should be unblemished. This promise has 
been performed. In spite of the tempta- 
tion and the shrieks of Populists, we have 
discharged every obligation contracted 
during the war, and especially the highest

and most sacred debt to the surviving 
soldiers of the war, their widows and 
orr@ans.

We 
are opposed to the Democratic »olicy of 
protecting woolen manufactures am! admit- 
ting wool free of duty. We denounce a 

of taxation which annually in- 
eres es the det more than 350. 
000,000. This is the result of Democratic 
ascendency. The tariff law of the ‘ust 
Congress is partly a copy of the McKinley 
law and generally a failure. All that is 
good of it was taken from the McKinley 
tariff, and the rest of it is comfessediy a 
hotch-potch. The Supreme Court has al- 
ready disposed of part of it. 

All the productions of the South from 
peanuts to whisky are carefully protected, 
while the duties on the great staple in- 
dustriesa of the North are largely reluccd, 
and on some articles, like wool, cre en- 
tirely repealed. We demand @ reform in 
the tariff, not to promote sectional in- 
terests, but to secure ample revenue end 
impartial protection to domestic industry. 
This we can have only by the election of 
@ Republican President. We wan a 
change, and for this change we will have 
the hearty support of a large part of the 
Democratic party. We are in favor of 4 
sound national currency, a.ways redeem- 
Able in coin. All forms of money should 
be of equal purchasing power. For ur- 
teen years after the resumption of specie 
payments, while the Republican party 
was in power, we had such a currency. We 
had gold, silver and paper money, ail 
bearing the stamp and sanction of the 
United States, of unquestionaed credit and 
of equal value, passing current not only 
within the United States, but in all parts 
of the commercial worid. 

Both gold and silver are indispensable 
for use in the varied wants of mankind. 
Gold is now, and has been for ages, the 
chief measure of value in internatioral 
commerce and the larger ransactions of 
domestic exchanges. Silver", from its bulk 
and weight, is not availaole fur large pay- 
ments either at home or abroad, but it is 
indispensable for the icinor wants of man- 
kind. Gold, from its greatly sperwr 
value, cannot be used for euch purpose: 
Therefore it is that bo'n metals bave beer 
coined into money at a fized ratio The 
enormous increase of prodaciioa of siiver 
in the United States, Mexico and Aus- 
tralia has disturbed this ratio and has 
lowered the market value of e'tlver pre- 
cisely as a like increase of production bas 
lowered the price of other cocimodities. 
It is a universal law that price or value 
is measured by quantity. 

Under these conditions the railroad and 
proper course would be a change of ra- 
tio, but this can only be effected as io 
these two metals by a concert of aciion 
among commercial nations. Until this can 
be accomplished the only logical way is. 
for each nation to coin both metals anid 
maintain the coinage of the cheaper metal 
at par by limitation of amount and re- 
demption when in excess of the demand 
for it. Such is now the policy of the 
United States and of every great com- 
mercial nation, including every country in 
Europe. Other nations adopt the silver 
standard alone, not from choice, but from 
poverty. I believe that ‘he policy of the 
United States adopted in 1853, of coining 
fractional silver coins in limited quan- 
tities from silver bullion purchased at the 
market price and making chem legal-ten- 
der for small sums, is the only way ts 
preserve the parity of gold and éetiver 
coins at a fixed ratio. This is properly 
called bimetallic money. I hope and be- 
lieve that the common interest cf com- 
mercial nations will lead them; through 
an international commission, to either 
adopt a ratio based on the market value cf 
the metals or to ¢oin them and maintain 
them, as we do, at their present ratio. 

The polcy now urged by the producers 
cf silver and by men who wish to pay 
their debts in cheaper money than they 
promised to pay, is the free coinage of 
silver. This means the single Standard of 
silver and the demonetization of gold. This 
is the only monometallic system. It is 
the degradation of our dollar to 50 cents. 
If applied to our national bonds it ie a 
repudiation of one-half of the public debt. 
It is the repudiation of one-half of all 
debis. It confers no favors on producers 
of any kind, whether of the farm, the 
workshop or the mine, for if they get 
nominally more dollars for their production 
their additional dollars would have only 
one-half the purchasing power of the gold 
dollars. The great hardship of this policy 
would fall upon workingmen, skilled or 
unskilled, whose dally wages measured

The procedure in the case of Secretary 
Windom's death, above referred to, is in- 
dicated in the following order, dated Janu- 
ary 31, 1891, and issued by President Har- 
rison: 

“All the departments of the executive 
branch of the government and the officers 
subordinate thereto shall manifest due re- 
ect to the memory of this eminent citi- 
gen in a manner consonant with the dig- 
nitv of the office which he has honored by 
his devotion to public duty. That the 
Treasury Department in all its branches in 
this capital be draped in mourning for 
the period of thirty days; that on the day 
of the funeral the several executive de- 
partments shall be closed, and that on all 
public buildings throughout the United 
States the national flag shall be displayed 
at balf- mast. 

While it is at present the intention to 
follow the precedent as in the iWndom-case 
there must be one important departure, 
and that is the omission of all signs of 
mourning with which the great executive 
devartment buildings were draped for 
thirty days. In the Legislative, Executive 
and Judicial Appropriation Act, approved 
March 3, 1893, Congress provided: That 
hereafter no building owned or used for 
public purposes by the government of the 
United States shall be draped in mourning, 
and no part of the public fund shall be 
used for such purposes.” 

Two years before this, in the act ap- 
proved February 16, 1891, Congress had 
chaneed the law affecting the succession 
do such an office as is now vacated by the 
death of Secretary Gresham, so as to read: 

A vacancy occasioned by death or resig- 
nation must be temporarily filled (under the 
three preceding sections) for no longer 
period than thirty days.“ The old law 
Dad limited the duration of a temporary 
appointment in such cases to ten days, but 
the President may now designate Assist- 
ant Secretary Uhl to act as Secretary of 
State for thirty days at most. In fact, that 
is just what President Harrison did after 
Secretary Blaine’s resignation, for Wharton 
acted under his designation as Secretary 
of State for the full legal period, and Sec- 
retary Foster was not appointed until the 
last of the thirty days.

The funeral train will leave the Balti- 
more and Ohio station about noon and ar- 
Tive in Chicago on Thursday.

It has not 
been decided in what cemetery Secretary 
Gresham will be buried, nor where the 
Serrvices in Chicago will be held. 

The casket was brought to the Arling- 
ton during the afternoon and the remains 
were placed therein. It fs plain and 
heavy, made of red cedar with a heavy 
metal casing of copper and the whole is 
covered by black cloth held by oxidized 
sliver nails. 

The plate bears the inscription: 
WALTER QUINTEN GRESHAM, 
Born March 17, 1833. 

Died May 28, 1895. 

In giving directions for the inscription 
for the coffin-plate Otto Gresham stated 
March 17. 1833, as the year of his father’s 
birth, and it was so engraved, although 
the biographies of Mr. Gresham give the 
year of his birth as 1832. Sculptor Dun- 
bar made a plaster cast of Mr. Gresham's 
head this afternoon.

He was met 
at the station by Assistant Postmartcr- 
General Jones, a near personal friend of 
the family. He joined his mother at the 
Arlington Hotel, and they were given cuch 
privacy as possible. Mrs. Gresham is 
broken in spirit and body by the afflic- 
tion and by her constant vigils up to the 
moment of her husband's death. Her 
daughter, Mrs. Andrews, and another 
relative, Mrs. Capt. Fuller, were with her 
constantly last night. 

The body was laid out in the sleeping- 
room where the death occurred. e me- 
tallic coffin is to be covered with a black 
cloth with heavy oxidized silver handles 
and the usual plate for the name and cir- 
cumstances of birth and death.

General Wilson, in speaking of Mr. Gres- 
ham today, said: “To know Judge Gres- 
ham was to love him as a man and to ad- 
mire and respect him as a public servant. 
When Mr. Bissell was leaving this de- 
partment he told me that for all the wor- 
ries and anxieties and disagreeable ex- 
periences of his official life he was richly 
compensated by having made the acquain- 
tance and enjoyed the friendship of Judge 
Gresham. IL. share in the warmth of that 
feeling. As a man the Secretary was 
plain, cordial and high-toned. As Secre- 
tary of State he was severely laborious 
and painstaking. Through exceptional 
difficulties and embarrassments he con- 
ducted our foreign affairs with great abil- 
ity, to the honor of the American name 
and the steady increase of our standing 
and influence among the nations of the 
earth. For justice, wisdom and self-re- 
epecting devotion to freedom, few lives 
have been more fruitful in high, unselfish

Secretary Herbert had this to say: 
“Everybody knows of his ability and his 
patriotism. He was one of the most lova- 
ble men I ever knew. He was warm- 
hearted, generous, frank and impulsive. 
He was so natural in his manner that 
every one could see the kind things 
he said amd did came straight from his 
heart, and that was the secret of his 
great popularity. He was painstaking and 
conscientious in the discharge of all his 
duties, loving justice above all things. 
And the immense labor he devoted to the 
work of his department broke his consti- 
tution and no doubt shortened his days.” 

THE PRESIDENT DRIVES IN. 

WASHINGTON, May 28.—The State De- 
partment was technically closed today, 
admission being denied to all visitors, al- 
though the employees were kept in wait- 
ing to assist in the discharge of formal- 
ties attending upon the notification of 
foreign powers of the nation’s loss. Act- 
ing Secretary Uhl prepared the craft of a 
formal note to be sent to the representa- 
tives of foreign nations. 

The President, accompanied by Mrs. 
Cleveland, came to the White House at 
10:30 o'clock, and was immediately waited 
on by Acting Secretary Uhl. An official 
order was prepared, closing the executive 
departments on the day appointed for 
the funeral. 

President and Mrs. Cleveland called at 
the Arlington at 11 o'clock to see the mem- 
bers of Secretary Gresham's family and 
tender their sympathy. They drove over 
from the White House in an open car- 
rage with no attendants but the driver 
on the box. Atty.-Gen. Olney and 
Secretaries Lamont and Herbert arrived 
about the same time to confer about ar- 
rangements for the funeral.

ENGLISH COMMENT. 

LONDON, May 28.—The news of the 
death of the Secretary of State of the 
United States was received with every 
mark of sympathy at the United States 
Embassy and British Foreign Office. Most 
of the newspapers today print the news 
without editorial comment. The St. James 
Gazette, however, says: Mr. Gresham 
endeavored to preserve friendly relations 
with all foreign countries, especially En- 
Fand, and his wise statesmanship upon 
more than one occasion offended the 
spread-eagleism of Yankee politicians.” 

Many Americans called at the United 
States Embassy and the United States 
Consulate today, leaving their cards with 
expressions of sympathy for the family of 
Mr. Gresham in their bereavement. The 
flame oi the United States Embassy and 
United States Consulate were half-masted 
and so were the flags on the American Ex- 
change as well as upon several other 
buildings. 

Among those who called on the United 
States officials were Bourke Cockran and 
Joseph H. Manley and Congressmen Aps- 
ley ‘and McCall of Massachusetts. The 
latter seconded Mr. Gresham's nomination 
for the Presidency in 1888. The general 
opinion expressed among American poli- 
ticians here is that Postmaster-General 
William L. Wilson -will succeed Mr. 
Gresham. 

The Dari of Kimberly, Secretary of State 
for Foretgn Affairs, has sent to President 
Qleveland an expression of hie very great 
regret at the dedth of Mr. Gresham. 

WHO WILL SUCCEED. 

WASHINGTON, May 28.—There is con- 
siderable speculation by politicians and 
others outside the administration as to 
the successor of Secretary Gresham 
Prominent among the names of those men- 
tloned are Atty.-Gen. Olney, Uhl, the As- 
aistant Secretary of State, Gray of Dela- 
ware, Ambassadors Bayard and Eustis, ex- 
Secretary Whitney and ex-Postmaster- 
General Dickinson. All the predictions 
are, however, speculative, as the subject 
has not been mentioned, much less dies- 
cuesed, by the President or anyone in his 
confidence. 


WHITNEY A FAVORITE. 

NEW YORK, May 28.—A Morning Jour- 
nal special from Washington says: Na- 
urally there is much speculation as to the 
successor of Secretary Cresham in the 
State Department. The index finger of ev- 
ery public man in Washington points to 
ex-Secretary of the Navy William C. Whit- 
mey. Just how far the possibility of his 
selection by the Presideat at this junc- 
ture can be traced is no: determined, but 
in the conversation of public men in 
Washington at the present time ue belief 
exists that there is no other mia euffi- 
ciently prominent in public affairs whose 
nomination would so thoroughly accord 
with public opinion, both outside and in- 
side of the approving power of the Sen- 
ate, as that of ex-Secretary Whitney. 

“It is a singular fact that, upon the 
lips of almost every one asked in Wash- 
ington their opinion as to who might 
properly be Secretary cucces- 
sor, the reply is, ‘Whitney,’ or ‘ex-Sec- 
retary Whitney,’ or ‘ex-Secretary of Navy 
Whitney.’ Mr. Whitney ts a Yale College 
graduate. He has been unerring in his 
lines of social observance, and left Wash- 
ington with a kindly glow of general be- 
nevolence, good-will and remegpibrance of 
superb Americanism behind him. Ile 
is looked upon from this center today as 
the most desirable successor to Mr. Gres- 
ham

“Sound Money” People Meet 
at Philadelphia. 


Ex-Senator Edmunds Says the Great 
Question Must be Settled by 
Non-partisan Action. 


The Colorado State League of Repub- 
lican Clubs Declares for Silver. 
Queen Vic’s Government 
are Staunch Goldbugs.

PHILADELPHIA, May 28.—The open- 
ing gun of the “sound money” campaign 
in the Bast was fired tonight at an en- 
thusiastic public meeting in the Academy 
of Music. The affair was under the man- 


agement of a group of the better-known 
financial and business men of the coun- 
try. 


George B. Roberts, president 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company, was 
chairman. The principal speakers of the 
evening were ex-United States Senator 
George F. Edmunds, ex-Comptroller of 
the Ourrency, William L. Trenholm, 
Congressman Michael D. Harter of Ohio, 
ex-Minister to Russia Charles Emery 
Smith, and James Warton. 

In the beginning ex-Senator Edmunds 
said that the “sound money question 
must be decided by political action; not 
party action, but that kind of action the 
Romans used to speak of when no man 
was for the party but all for the State: 
Quoting Thomas Jefferson’s words: The 
whole art of government consists in the 
art of being honest,” he said: That 
phrase is worthy to be written in letters 
of gold and placed in front of every pub- 
lic edifice in every hamlet on the con- 
tinent. In a careful report prepared for 
the benefit of the first Congress, Jeffer- 
eon said that the question of the differ- 
ence between the value of gold and sil- 
ver as money was purely a commercial 
question; it did not depend on legisla- 
tion or the fancy and tastes of man, but 
on commerce, which regulates the price 
of commodities.”’ 

The speaker then discussed the varia- 
tion in value of the two metals. 

“If any faith can be put in human ex- 
perience,”’ he said, “it owght to teach us 
that we cannot make a given amount of 
silver worth any more when it is printed 
at the mint with the stamp of the United 
States than it was before. When the act 
of 1873 was passed to stop silver coinage, 
all the principal countries of Europe were 
coming to have a single etandard, gold. If 
the last Congress had passed on March 
3, the dast day of its session, what is naw 
vociferously demanded by the free-coin- 
age people, every awner and producer of 
silver bullion would take his ounce of eil- 
ver to the mint, worth 63.40 cents, and 
get 1.29 29-100 and, having got more than 
two silver dollars for his ounce of allver, 
he would come to the workingmen to 
whom he owes for labor and say: ‘If I 
bought it in metal, it would have taken 
ten pounds, but I have taken benefit of 
the United States officer and had it 
to and you must take five pounds 
0 it.’ *

THE BOILERS BURST. 


A FRENCH STEAMER WRECKED 


OFF CAPE CORRUBEDO. 


The Dom Pedro Strikes on a Rock 
Over One Hundred Persons 
Reported Killed or 
Drowned.

‘CADIZ, May 28.—(By Atlantic Cable.) 
The French steamer Dom Pedro, bound 
for Carrillo, Spain, has been wrecked 
off Corrubodo. Bighty were drowned. 
The disaster was caused by the burst- 
ing of a boiler. 

LATER :—About one hundred lives ‘were 
lost. The Dom Pedro was a 3000-ton 
steamer, and was engaged in running be- 
tween Havre and the Argentine Republic. 
calling at Bordeaux, France, and carried 
freight and passengers. The latter were 
mostly emigrants bound for the Argen- 
tine Republic or other points of South 
America. On her return trips the Dom 
Pedro was generally loaded with frozen 
meat. She left Havre on May 20, with a 
crew of forty-nine all told, and eighty 
passengers. At Carrillo, the steamer was 
to have embarked 200 additional passen- 
gers, but on the way to that port she ran 
on @ rock at 6:40 o’clock p.m., off Cape 
Corrubodo, on the west coast of Galicia. 
Her boilers exploded, and the vessel 
floundered immediately afterward .- 

It is now etated that only the captain 
and twenty-nine of the crew were saved, 
which would indicate that all passengers 
were either killed by the explosion or 
were drowned when the vessel went down. 

LATER:—A still later dispatch says that 
only the captain of the Dom Pedro and 
twenty-six of the crew were saved. 

HUNDRED AND THREE DROWNED. 

MADRID, May 28.—Later details of the 
wreck of the French passenger steamer 
Dom Pedro are being secured with diffi- 
culty. The number who have perished in 
the disaster is now ascertained to be 103, 
and only thirty-eight were saved. The 
survivors have taken refuge in the little 
town of Villagarcia. The rocks of Cobos, 
near Corrubodo, upon which the vessel 
struck, is a rough headland which forms 
the northern limit of the Bay of Arosa. 


The gunboat McMahon has been sent to 
the scene.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 28.—A dispatch 
bas received tonight by the father of one 
of the passengers on the Pacific Mail 
Steamer Colima from Mamzanillo, Mex. 
which read: Saved; will wire particulars 
later.“ The Colima sailed for Panama 
and way ports on May 18, and this is the 
first news that anything has happened to 
her. Manzanillo is about half wer be- 
tween San Blas and Acapulco, Mex., and 
the Colima at this date would dave been 
In that vicinity. 

The Pacific Mail officials here have re- 
ceived no information of any disaster to 
the Colima, and can give mo reascn why 
such a message as the one received should 
have been sent unless something, had hap- 
pened to the steamer. The steamship 
agents say that they do not know how 
many people the Colima carried, and they 
will give out no information as to her pas- 
senger list until it definitely known 
that there is =s¢ for worry about her 
safety. 

LATER.—R. P. Schwerin, superintend- 
ent of the Pacific Mail Company, late to- 
night, received information that the Colima 
had been wrecked. Fourteen of those on 
board were saved. The Colima carried 
about thirty-five passengers and about the 

same number in the crew. It is not yet 
known how the wreck occurred. 

The Colima was commanded by Capt. 
J. P. Taylor and was an iron vesel of 
2906 tons. She was built in 1873 by Roach 
& Sons of Philadelphia and was owned by 
the Pacific Mail Company. Storekeeper 
Richardson of the Colima was the one who 
sent the first news of the disaster. It was 
he who sent the message to his father in 
this city ‘that he had been saved. The 
wreck occurred between ManzaniNo and 
Acapulco. The Colima carried a very 
heavy cargo of general merchandise and in 
‘addition to the cabin passengers, who 
numbered between ‘thirty-five and fifty, 
carried a number of steerage passengers. 
There were probably on the vessel all 
told over a hundred people. : 

Superintendent Schwerin's information 
is very meager. The message sent to him 
stated that the ship was wrecked May 27 
and a ship’s boat containing five of the 
crew and fourteen passengers arrived at 
Manzanillo today, Tuesday. There was 2 
total of seventy passengers on the ship. 

LATPR.—Assistant Superintendent Av- 
ery of the Pacific Mail stated to an Asso- 
ciated Press reporter late tonight that the 
Colima carried 192 people and only nine- 
teen were saved. There were forty cabin 
passengers, thirty-seven steerage, forty- 
three Chinese and the crew numbered sev- 
enty-tbwo. Most of the eabin passengers 
were bound through to New York. 

A STRANGE, VAGUE MESSAGE: 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 28.—In a 
strange, vague way the first news of the 
wreck of the Colima was received tonight 
gat the Merchants’ Exchange. A telephone 
message was received at the exchange 
saying that a resident of this city received 
a telegram this evening from his father, 
who ‘was a passenger on the Colima. The 
tebegram, as repeated to the Merchants’ 
Exchange, read as follows: 

“MANZANILLO, May 28.—Saved. Will 
wire further particulars.”’ 

The man who sent the telephone message 
did not give his name. 

Mr. Schwerin received the message noti- 
fying him of the disaster several hours af- 
ter the telephone message was sent to 
the Merchants’ Exchange. Therefore, when 


onquiries were made early this evening che 


local representatives of the steamship 
company had learned nothing of the ca- 
lamity and in fact they doubted the au- 
thenticity of the news until the official 
message to the general manager confirmed 
the vague and anonymous report. 

W. H. Avery, ticket clerk of the steam- 
ship company, said this evening that prob- 
ably the wreck occurred at Point Teju- 
pon, the headland which the Grenada 
etruck on June 22, 1889. The point is not 
far from Manzanillo, which is the 
telegraph station in that neighborhood. 
From Mlanzanillo came the first news of 
the ‘wreck of the Granada. According to 
her sailing schedule the Colima would be 
jue at Acapulco today.

Labor Commissioner Fitzgerald 
Makes Some Suggestions. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 
SACRAMENTO, May 28.—Lebor Com- 
™issioner Fitzgerald called upon Gov. 
Budd this afternoon and presented a re- 
port cabling the Governor's attention to 
the overlapping of the work of the various 
State commissions whereby they unnec- 
essarily duplicate much of the labor and 
cause unnecessary expense to the State. 
Among other things the report says: 
* ell commissions are required to tur- 


nish statistical reports, the work myst 
mecessarily be conflicting, contradictory, 
overtapping and duplicated, involving ap 
extra expense upon the State for printing 
in tabulated and other forms the result 
of years’ work taken at haphazard and 
mot confined to the absolute territory of 
the commission which should handle a 
particular subject and furnish to other 
commissions the data which might be re- 
quired and more properly belong to them.” 
The report suggests that the executive 


reaus and organize a Board of Supervis- 
ors of Statistics to meet monthly, who 
should have general supervision of the col- 
lection of statistics. Any department con- 
templating an investigation of any par- 
ticular eubject showld first report the 
same to the board, which would then de- 
termine to what department the work 
should be assigned. Upon presentation to 
the board of the completed work, it should 
be simplified ani abridged, and any mat- 
ter germane to the work of some other 
department should be given over to the 
department to which it belongs. 
Commissioner Fitzgerald informed the 
Governor also that 250 destitute people 
were living on “‘the dumps” at the foot of 
Seven:h street, San Francisco.

There is 
no such place on Fourth street, the num- 
bers ending at the bridge, with the seven- 
Hundred block. Whether or not the girl 
met her myeterious friend is not known. 
Some time ago she had a strange exper- 
ience while looking for a position. She 
was absent from her home for three days. 
When ehe returned she told her fat 
that she had been imprisoned in a house 
on Van Ness avenue and had made her 
escape through a window. She said that 
ehe had been taken to the place by a 
woman who assured her that it was an 
employment office for girls.

SACRAMENTO, May 28.—The State 
Board cf Equalization now in session in

THE DAIRY ACT. 


Light on Doubtful Points by Atty.- 
Gen. Fitzgerald. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 28.—Atty.-Gen. 
Fitzgerald has sent to the State Dairy Bu- 
reau an opinion to the effect that the ad- 
dition of 3 per cent. of pure butter to 
milk from which cheese is made does not 
change the character of the manufacture, 
and that the words substitute for cheese“ 
need not be stamped on the packages. 
The decision holds that, though cheese 
must be made from milk or cream, the 
law is not violated because butter is made 
from cream. 

Another question quite as important in 
its reference to the act was also decided 
by Atty.-Gen. Fitzgerald. The meaning 
of the dairy act in reference to the mak- 
ing of packages was much in doubt. 
Manufacturers did not know whether each 
roll of butter or cheese was to be marked 
or- whether the package in which they 
were shipped was to be so stamped. The 
Attorney-General decided that it is not 
necessary to mark anything except the 
package in which the butter or cheese is 
packed.

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 


HORSES, ELECTRICITY, BICYCLES. 
It looks as if the end of the century would 
witness a very great diminution in the 
use ot horses in cities. To a greater ex- 
tent than many people suppose, eléctric- 
ity has already supplanted horses as a 
motive power on street cars, not only — 
the United States, but in other parts of 
the world. The car lines used to furnish 
a market for a large number of horses, 
and there is no doubt that this change is 
one of the reasons for the great decrease 
that has taken place in the value of horse 
flesh during the past couple of years. 

Nor is the use of electricity confined 
to the propulsion of street cars. In 
Europe for several years past private 
carriages run by electricity have become 

uite common, and it is quite probable 
that they will soon be introduced in the 
United States on a larger scale, the chief 
drawback at present being the abomin- 
able condition of the average American 
road. Next month there is to be a big 
race from Paris to Bordeaux, in France, 
of carriages run by other than horse 
power. 

Meantime, while electricity is getting 
away with the horses in our cities, there 
is ahother means of locomotion that is 
rapidly coming into strong competition 
with electricity itself. This is the bicy- 
ele. A reporter has been investigating 
the éttects of tthe general introduction of 
the bicycle on the receipts of street-car 
companies in San Francisco and Oakland, 
and found that there had been a consid- 
erable falling off in the revenues of the 
companies from this cause. Several firms 
engaged in collecting and other business 
of that kind which necessitates a large 
amount of travel in the city, have fur- 
nished their employees with bicycles in 
place of paying their fares, and find that 
they have made quite a saving in this 
manner. One person estimates t every 
bioyele that is sold in San Francisco 
knocks off about 25 cents a day from the 
receipts of the street-car companies. This 
may be an exaggerated estimate, but even 
if it is cut in halt it still represents a 
very heavy daily loss to these companies, 
as may be seen from the statement which 
has been made that the sales of bicycles 
in San Francisco at present average about 
one hundred a day. 

Thus electricity is taking the place of 
the horse, and the bicycle is taking the 
place of electricity. It looks as if the 
bicycje would continue to have the pull“ 
for me time to come, unless some ge- 
nius Should invent a practical and inex- 
pensf¥e flying machine, in which case a 
large proportion of the traveling public 
would doubtless take to the air. These 
changes in forms of traveling are of con- 
siderable importance to stockholders in 
street-car companies, as they have a di- 


rect bearing on the dividends, or latk of 
dividends.

NOT A DAY R MIRTH. 

The address of the General Committee 
e the Grand Army posts of this city, 
galling attention to the serious character 
and purposes of Memorial day, is de- 
serving of indorsement by all citizens. 
it is to be regretted that there has been 
for years a growing tendency to devote 
the day to uses entirely inconsistent 
with its purpose. Resolutions were 
adopted at the National Encampment of 
the Grand Army in Milwaukee in 1889, 
‘“déploring this tendency and urging that 
-an effort be made to correct it, and to 
"maintain the sacred character of the day. 
The resolutions bave, however, failed of 
‘their purpose, and the day has been more 
and more appropriated for sports and 
recreation. 

Memorial day is, in its proper char- 
acter, essentially different from any 
other of our national holidays. Indeed, 
it ought not to be regarded as a holi- 
day at all, in the common meaning of 
the word holiday, but rather as a4 holy 
Aar, as the word originally signified. It 

was established for the purpose of paying 
jaribute to the memory of the heroic 
dead: of recalling their sacrifices and 
renewing pledges of devotion to the prin- 
ciples to which they dedicated their 
lives. The Fourth of July, Christmas, 
New Year's, Washington's birthday, and 
© Phanksgiving are all largely of a fes- 
tive character, and legitimate sports and 
‘gQmusements are entirely consistent with 
‘heir purposes. This fact makes it en- 
rely natural that the younger genera- 
“tidn—those whose memories do not go 
back to the time of the war—should look

AN UNREQUITED YEARN. 


In our all too practical and prosaic age 
we are wont to make light of sentiment 
and romance. So engrossed are the peo- 
ple of this utilkarlan cra in the pur- 
suit of gold and silver (at a ratio of 16 
to 1) that it is with difficulty they can be 
induced to turn aside even for a moment 
to the contemplation of the SBeautiful 
(with a big B,) and the Lovable (with a 
large-sized L.) This condition of affairs 
is by no means confined to the United 
States, nor to New Jersey, nor to Can- 
ada.

In brief, this worshiping at the feet of 
Mammon, this setting up of the golden 
calf, is a Characteristic of the age and 
is world-wide in its prevalence. The 
Times is firmly persuaded that it is a 
wrong, not to say a morbid, and really 
wicked (the word is used advisedly) ten- 
dency. It is a tendency which it ought 
to be the purpose of every truly great 
and conscientious newspaper to correct, 
so far as possible. 

It is in pursuance of this purpose that 
The Times feels called upon to draw the 
attention of its many thousands of readers 
to that charming love idyl of the South- 
ern seas which was set forth in the tele- 
graphic dispatches two or three days ago. 
Lest its beautiful and tender significance 
may not have been fully understood, the 
added emphasis of editorial mention is 
herewith accorded it. 

This tender tale of a widow's love and 
longing came all the way from Hono- 
lulu, via Yokohama, Japan, as the reader 
will ‘no doubt recall.

JUNE WEATHER. 


What May be Expected to Come Next 
Month. 


George E. Franklin, observer of the Los 
Angeles branch of the Weather Bureau of 
the United States Department of Agricul- 
ture, furnishes Thé Times with a copy of 
the record of observations for the month 
of June as taken for the past seventeen 
years, and which is as fdiluws: 

‘Mean or norma! temperature, 67 deg.; 
the warmest June was that of 1883, with 
an average of 71 deg.; the coldest June 
was that of 1892, with an average of 64 
deg. The highest temperature during any 
June wae 105 deg., on June 7, 1890; the 
lowest temperature during any June was 
46 deg., on June 13, 1894. 

The average precipitation (rain and 
melted snow) for the month was 13 inches. 
Average number of days with 01 of an 
inch or more, 1. The greatest monthly 
precipitation was 1.39 inches, in 1884; the 
least monthly precipitation was, — inches 
in 1880. 1881 and 1891. The greatest amount 
of precipitation recorded in any twenty- 
four consecutive hours was .87 inches on 
June 13, 1884. 

The average number of cloudless days, 
10; average number of partly cloudy days, 
16; average number of cloudy days, 4. 

The prevailing winds were from the 
west. Highest velecity of the wind during 
any. June was twenty-four miles an bour 
on June 9, 1892.

The Police Commissioners Instructed 
by the Council to Secure 
Them at Once.

The Board of Police Commissioners re- 
ceived instructions from the City Coun- 
cil yesterday to at once provide suitable 
quarters for the city’s female prisoners, 
and a committes was appointed in con- 
junction with the Chief and Police Ma- 
tron, with power to act. Charges were 
vreferred against Officer J. R. Ritch by 
Frits Wanntke, a First-street saloon 
keeper. City Attorney Dunn returned 
from the Hast yesterday morning armed 
with legal opinions of leading attorneys 
in New York favorable to the bonds. 

The will of the late Gov. Downey was 
yesterday opened and a photograph taken 
of its contents. A petition will soon be 
filed by Genator White asking that it be 
probated. The jury in the Azusa Bank 
robbery case returned a verdict of guilty, 
and the defendant, Myers, will be sen- 
tenced next Monday. A number of minor 
criminal caves were disposed of, and 
the usual grist of new suits were filed.

Police Commissioners. 
FRITZ WANNTKE PREFERS CHARGES 
“ AGAINST OFFICER RITCH. 


The Board of Police Commissioners held 
its regular weekly session yesterday morn- 
ing, Mayor Rader presiding, and all the 
members, with the exception of Commis- 
sioner Barham, being present. 

The matter of the application of W. A. 
Osgood for a transfer of J. W. Griffith's 
license to him for a new saloon to be lo- 
cated in Center Place, which was laid 
over at the preceding meeting was taken 
up owt of order for the purpose of accom- 
modating A. M. Rawson, who appeared 
on behalf of the property-owners in the 
block, bounded by Spring, First and Sec- 
ond and Center Place, to protest against 
the proposed saloon. 

Two protests having been filed against 
the place since the Chief reported upon 
it, the board, upon motion of Commis- 
sioner Pirtle dismissed the matter by or- 
* that both application and protests 


The application of A. Raphael, for a re- 
bate of $25 from his May license, was re- 
ferred to the Council with the recommen- 
dation that it be granted, it appearing 
that his saloon at the junction of San Fer- 
nando and Olympia streets was not 
opened until May 15. 

The pay-roll of the department for the 
current month, amounting co $6932.47 was 
approved, as were also two demands for 
supplies, aggregating $15.25. 

The Chief having reported that G. Mo- 
reno was not a proper person to have 
authority as an officer, special or other- 
wise, the petition of V. Sotello et al., 
asking for his appointment in Sonora- 
town was dented, 

A communication from. the City Clerk 
conveying the inetructions of the Coun- 
cil to at ence procure suitable quarters 
for female prisoners was then read. 

Commissioner Field’ moved that the 
matter be referred to Police Matron 
Gray, but the amendment of Commissioner 
Pirtle that it be referred to a comm. 
tee of two members of the board, Mrs. 
Gray and the Chief of Police, with power 
to act, prevailed. 

Chief Glass informed the board that 
Mrs. Gray, the Poljce Matron, reported at 
headquarters every day, dut as. there 
was no provision for her accommodation 
at the City Jail she was not required o 
be there all day. He sypposed, however, 
that when the new quarters were pro- 
vided she would be there and attend to 
her duties at all times. There were only 
four females confined in the jail now. 
and if none were sentenced within the 
coming month all of them would be out. 
He had offered to transfer one of them, 
a girl named Georgie McCurdy, to the 
Ransom Home, but she declined to go, 
preferring to serve her time out. 

Commissioner Field was of the opin- 
ion that for so small a number it would 
be cheaper to board them at the Hollen- 
beck, than to provide quarters, as two 
more jailers would be necessary to guard 
them. 

Mayor Rader thought it would be a good 
idea to allow them to escape. 

The offer of J. W. Hendrick to lease a 
store on Chicago street to the city at $10 
per month, for the purpose of assisting 
in the establishment of & branch station 
at Boyle Heights was referred to the 
Council. 

The following communication from F. 
Wanntke, preferring charges against J. R. 
Ritch, was then read: 

To the Honorable Board of Police Com- 
missioners of the City of Los Angeles: 
I herewith wish to make charges 
against Officer Ritch, whose beat has been 
on First street at night. On last Wednes- 
day night he entered my place of busi- 
ness, No. 929 East First street, and, be- 
cause I refused to allow him to use my 
telephone, he knocked me down and then 
arrested me. He charged me with disturb- 
ing the peace, to which charge I pleaded 
guilty on the recommendation of Eugene 
Maxwell and Attorney Crawford, without 
first knowing that they had personal 
reasons for thus influeneing me. But this 
does not make me guilty of disturbing the 
peace. 

I herewith charge Officer Ritch with: 

First—Forcibly entering my saloon, and, 
after knocking me down, using my tele- 
phone without my consent or wishes, and 
by force. 

Second—With accusing me of drunken- 
ness when I was sober, thus preventing 
the police clerk from allowing me to give 
bail, when I had over $50, the required 
amount, on my person. 

Third—With arresting me out of spite, 
because L. Brose, whom he had arrested 
a few moments before, jumped in his 
wagon and drove away, thus escaping 
being taken to prison. 

I hereby testify that I was wrongfully 
and brutally treated by the officer, who, 
in any case, acted inhumanly, and without 
just cause. I respectfully ask that, the 
honorable Board of Police Commissioners 
look into the charges carefully, and 1 
name as witnesses Frank McHugh, my 
bartender: L. Brose of Riven and Ninth 
streets, J. K. Klahn, No. 106 Vine street, 
whom I believe will bear me out.

Dunn’s Return. 
THE CITY ATTORNEY BRINGS BACK 
A FAVORABLE OPINION. 

Travel-stained, dusty and weary, but by 
no means depressed or disappointed 1 - 
ing, City Attorney W. E. 
from New York yesterday morning after 
an absence of thirteen days only, and at 
once visited his office in the City Hall, 
where he was besieged dy anxious in- 
quirers as to the result of his mission. 
In view of the fact that he was expected 
to make a formal report of what he had 
accomplished to the Council at a special 
session called for that purpose on Fri- 
day next, the City Attorney naturally 
declined to impart all the information de- 
sired to those who applied for it, and be- 
yond the fact that he had met with bet- 
ter success than he anticipated, he con- 
sy his remarks almost entirely to his 

In an interview with a Times reporter 
later in the day, however, Mr. Dunn said: 

“Judge Dillon has carefully examined 
the school bonds of $306,000 proposed to 
be issued, and has given us a first-class, 
unqualified opinion, finding them legal, 
valid obligations of the city. He has 
made the same examination relative to 
the bonds proposed to be issued for head- 
works and police station, and has given 
a similar opinion upon these bonds. 

In the matter of the refunding bonds, 
Story & Thorndyke have given an opin- 
ion to the effect that the city has no 
right, under the Constitution, to refund 
and extend its old indebtedness. These 
attorneys are very prominent authorities 
upon municipal bond questions, and their 
opinion has much weight, especially in 
New England. Judge Dillon does not 
agree with Story & Thorndyke upon the 
questions raised by them, and is of the 
opinion that the bonds are good. He ad- 
vises, however, that in view of the black 
eye given the bonds by the opinion of 
Story & Thorndyke, and in view of the 
fact that prominent attorneys disagree 
upon the question, that the matter be 
submitted to the Supreme Court for de- 
termination. Judge Dillon is of the opin- 
ion that the statute passed by the late 
Legislature, which so seriously hampers 
the sale of bonds, is unconstitutional. As 
I have said, I have procured the 
opinions of Judge Dillon upon all these 
bond issues, and the opinion of Story & 
Thorndyke upon the refunding issue. 
These opinions will be inclosed with my 
report to the City Council. 

“I regard the opinions obtained upon 
the school bonds and upon the headworks 
and police station bonds as possibly the 
most important features of my mission to 
New York. Our credit had been damaged 
to a considerable extent by the adverse 
report of Story & Thorndyke upon the re- 
funding bonds, and is restored as to our 
new issues by the opinions procured of 
Judge Dillon, as he is, by long odds, the 
most eminent authority on municipal se- 
curities in the United States, and an is- 
sue of bonds already approved by him 
will sell in any market at first-class 
prices without delay. 
am glad to be able to say that none 
of the questions raised regarding the 
validity of the refunding bonds result 
from any act of the present city govern- 
ment, nor could they have been foreseen 
or avoided by this administration.

The Azusa Bank-robbber. 
HE FAILS TO WORK TI OLD INSAN- 
ITY DODUE. * 

Ellsworth Myers is a wild-ey2d, shabbily- 
dressed, shambling sort of a creature, who 
looks about as’ much like the traditional 
bank-robber as he does Iike an actual benk 
president. 

He is on trial for entering the Azusa 
Valley Bank on the nicht of February 18 
for the purpose of scooping in whatever 
loose scads might be ing about. At- 
tempted robberies on the bank had been 
made before, and at the time of Myers's at- 
tempt, a watch was being kept by Cashier 
Daniels and Henry Anderson. When My- 
ers made his entrance, Daniels who had a 
shotgun, rushed into the rocm, followed 
by Anderson. The robber jumped from 
the window, and as Cashter Danieis rushed 
up a shot was fired from ihe ouside: He 
jumped through the open window, and um- 
mediately another shot wa. fired. This 
shot came from me gun of Deputy Con- 
stable Stevens, and struck Daniels in the 
leg. Myers, the robber made no attempt 
at esca and was taken to the County 
Jail. e examination yesterday devcl- 
oped the fact of his, evident insanity. A 
number of depositions were real by his 
counsel, which had been taken in a suit 
in Iowa, in which Myers figured, where a 
large number of capab.e witnesses testl- 
fled to his freakish actions. 

Dr. J. A. Munk and Dr. T. J. Brien 
were examined as to the sanity of the 
prisoner, and both regorced bim as un- 
doubtedly insane. 

The prisoner, during th? course of bis 
trial, betrayed a restlessness and irrita- 
bility that bore out the testimony that 
was given as to his mental condition. 

The only question would seem to de as 
‘to whether Myers should Le held respor- 
sible for actions committed during his lu- 
cid intervals. 

The case ‘went to the jury last evening, 
after the speeches of the counsei for the 
‘defense had been made, ani that of J.

PASADPNA, May 28.—(Special 
epondence.) Mention was recently ma 
in this column of the streets as 8 schoo! 
ot vice, where the young are corrupt 
and initiated into crime. There are other 
and even more dangerous ,hotbeds of in- 
iquity inf Pasadena, which should be rooted 
out of the community, and the guilty per- 
sons who harbor, encourage and maintain 
them should be severely punished. On the 
second floor of the First National. Bank 
building, at the corner of Fair Oaks ave- 
nue and ‘Colorado street, is a frowsy set of 
rooms, that, to all outward appearance, are 
respectable enough. In the daytime the 
casual visitor who should happen to open 
the door would see nothing unusual, ex- 
cept an unusually dirty palr of rooms con- 
nected ‘by folding doors, and furnished 
ecantily with a few old chairs, a screen and 
a couch, but approaching a door at the 
left of the r room he would hear scraps 
of conversation feferring to “the deal, 
“my money on this,” and other phrases 
that would rouse his suspicions. At night 
a large number of boys from 14 years up- 
ward ko up the stairs and enter these 
rooms, and then they reek with smoke, 
profanity and the slang of the streets, and 
the game is plaved until 2 or 3 o’clock 
in the morning. That the joint“ is per- 
mitted in a building of such respectability 
makes it all the easier for the lads who 
treouent the place to go there in the day- 
time without arousing the suspicions of 
their friends, but at night there is little 
concealment of the purpose for which the 
rooms are maintained, and any lad with 
money in his pockets who happens to fall 
in with “the gang.“ can gamble as long 
as his funds last. Whether there is liquor 
eold in the place cannot be learned, for no 
one who frequents it will betray that se- 
cret, but there is certainly liquor procur- 
able not far away, for more than one young 
g man has been known to go up those stairs 
sober and come down under the influence 
of drink. The officers of the law cannot 
proceed against the place until a .com- 
plaint has been made against it, although 
they know of its existence, and have known 
of it for a long time. There is no one 
vice, perhaps, more demoralizing to young 
men, than that of gambling, and it is a 


business. This is not the only gambling 
Joint“ known to the police here, and it 
Ww time that some decided means should be 
taken to éuppress this evil, and to re- 
move ‘such temptation from young men.

SAN BERNARDINO COUNTY. 


AN AGED FRENCHMAN BURNED 
IN HIS CABIN. 


Discovery of the Smoking Remains— 
Appearances Point to the Com- 
mission of a Horrible Crime. 
Search Being Made. 


SAN BERNARDINO, May 28.—(Special 
Correspondence.) News of a horrible crime, 
unfortunate accident or sad suicide comes 
down today from Cajon Pass, which is 
fast earning the title of the “Bloody 
Ground,” from the numerous deeds of vio- 
lence committed on its classis grounds. 
Last night the cabin of Joseph Colmont, 
an aged Frenchman of 62 years, who was 
naturalized last fall, was burned, and on 
the neighbors visiting the spot this morn- 
ing they found the remains of the French- 
man in thé etill-emoking ruins, the flesh 
burned from the bones. The deceased was 
an inveterate emoker, and always kept 
wine in the house, and was a constant 
drinker, and the first idea was that he had 
laid down in his bed, smoking, (fallen 
as and the bedding caught fire from 
the pipe, smothering the, perhaps, inebi- 
ated old man and destroying the cabin. 

He bad at times during the past two 
years expressed a desire to die, and hinted 
at suicidé. but as he had just sold out 
his ranch, where he had lived seven years, 
to Dr. Davidson, receiving part pay down, 
and was to receive the balance when he 
secured his patent under the homestead 
laws, the idea of suicide is not very ten- 
able. Then, he might have been murdered 


dy tramps or other persons for what little 
money he 


had, and the cabin burned to 
the ground to conceal the crime. 

Then thére is another theory that give a 
still darker and more horrible aspect to 
the affair;:and that is the fact that this 
was the tene of the killing of James Med- 
lin by Will-Taber a few weeks ago, and at 
that time Taber and his wife, Medlin and 
others were spending the afternoon at Col- 
mont's cabin, and it was just after they 
had left there the shooting occurred. As 
Colmont probably knew more of that affair 
than any other person living, excepting 
Taber and his wife, and though he seemed 
to give his testimony very reluctantly at 
preliminary examination, evidently in 

of the consequence, he was relied 
upon as the principal witness on the side of 
the prosecution, and his death may make 
the conviction of Taber impossible. The 
trial is eet for June 20, and on hearing 
the news this afternoon, Asst. Dist.-Atty. 
Sorecher started immediately for the scene 
of the death of Colmont to investigate the 
affair thoroughly, and he may discover 
matters that 1 lead up to something 
rtling.

BURSTING OF 


An Old Man’s Sudden Death at the 
Pico House. 


When a chambermaid of the Pico House 
went to the room of Charles Woolmer 
at 9 o'clock yesterday morning, she found 
the aged occupant lying dead on the floor. 
The police and the Coroner were hastily 
notified, and an examination showed that 
the old man must have died soon after 
he went to his room, about 10 o'clock 
the previous evening. He had all his 
clothes on, and his lamp was still burn- 
ing, but the oil was very low. In bis hand 
he held a catheter, which he was evidently 
about to use, when he was suddenly 
stricken down. : 

An autopsy held at Orr & Pattersons 
undertaking rooms disclosed the fact that 
he died ot bursting of the heart. The Cor- 
oner's jury rendered a verdict of death 
from natural causes. 

Woolmer was an Englishman, about 70 
years old. He came here from San Fran- 
cisco last August, and was conducting a 
shooting gallery on North Main street. He 
has no relatives here, so far as known. An 
old marriage certificate found among his 
effects showed that he was at one time 
married, but whether his wife is dead or 
living is not known. He was well dressed, 
and wore jewelry of considerable value. A 
Masonic pin showed that he was a mem- 
ber of that order. His brother Masons 
will cake — of the body and give it 
respectful bu fal. 

It is believed Woolmef was well-to-do. 
A receipt in his pocket showed that he 
rented a box in tae safety vault of the 
State Loan and Trust Compary as late as 
Monday. It is believed papers and other 
articles of value will be found in this box.
